The work is non-controversial . and will merely restate 
more simply the law already in effect. The Jtadioiary Com- 
mittees of both houses of Congress are encouraging the pro- 
ject. 


The attached Proposed Analysis for Revision Illustrates 
the proposed outline arrangement of the Code. 

It will be noted that material is grouped Into four 
basic Parts, entitled: "Organization, * h "P ersonnel f 
"Intelligence, Operations and Training, and Service, 

Supply and Procurement . " While this proposed arrangement 
is tentative, it presents a number of advantages over clas- 
sification schemes followed in existing laws and coospila- 
tions. Handli ng of material of exclusive interest to the 
Air Force is entirely provisional, pending direct partici- 
pation in the codification by that Service, which Is now 
scheduled.
